ANNOUNCEMENT OF INTENTION TO CARRY CASE TO 
PRIVY COUNCIL, MAKES IT CERTAIN ACTION 
WILL EXTEND OVER LONG PERIOD 


With the announcement of the 
Royal Bank of Canada, of their inten- 
tion to carry through to the Privy 
Council in all events, their apeal 
against any decision which might be 
rendered against them in the legal 
battle for the possesion of the Water- 
ways bond money, there comes the 
certaimy now that when Premier 
Sifton framed his act depriving the 
banks of the Waterways money, and 
entered action against the banks be- 
cause they refused to give it up to the 
province, he precipitated litigation 
that will cover at least two years. 

Mr. Justice Beck will give judgment 
next week as to whether the several! 
interests mentioned by the Royal: 
Bank, namely, the Great Waterways | 
Company, the Canada West Construc- | 
tion Company, the Standard Trust | 
Company, and J. P. Morgan and Co. | 
are to be included as co-defendants 
with the Royal Bank. If these in- 
terests are to be included, if only 
the Great Waterways and the Canada 
West Company are to be included, 
further time will have to be given to | 
allow of these companies to file their | 
defences in the action, Furthermore, | 
should these interests ‘be included, the 
province may wish to amend its state- 
ment of claim, and this will mean a 
still further delay. H 

Frank Ford, K.C., who will now be! 
the representative of the Alberta and | 
Great Waterways Railway and the| 
Canada West Construction Company, | 
in the action, has had the case in 
charge only a few days, and requires 
some further time to prepare his case, | 
and to also examine the managers 
of the Union and Dominion Banks, in 
relation to the application for inter- 
pleaders by these banks. It was on 
this ground that he was yesterday 
granted an adjournment of — two 
weeks. 


When these two weeks are up, 
wil] be necessary for Mr. Justice Beck 
to hear the argument in the applica- 
tians of the banks for interpleaders. 

In view of he above, it will be a 
month or two at least before the case 
can come to trial in the Alberta Su- 
preme Court. How long the trial ot 
the action will last in Edmonton, ‘t 
is hard to say. It is safe to say thit 
a final judgment in the case from the 
Alberta court, wil] not be forthcom- 
ing much before the end of this year. 
To Apply Direct to Privy Council. 

It is the intention of the Royal Bank, 
if defeated in the action in:the Alberta 
courts, to apply for permission to ap- 
peal direct to the Privy Council a 
England, thus escaping the necessity 
of going through the Supreme Court 
of Canada. But the preparation of 
the case for the Privy Council, and 
the hearing of the action by that tri- 
bunal, will require several months, 
and it is a safe bet that a final decision 
in the now famous action wi]l not 
be secured before the end of 1912. 

In the meantime the province is 
paying five per cent. interest on the 
bond money to the Morgans, and 15 
endeavoring to collect the full five 
per cent. from the banks. Wheiher 
the province is entitled to this five per 
cent, from the banks, will, of course, 
not be decided, until the entire action 
has been finally decided. ‘The pro- 
vince will pay out a net amount of 
$110,000 yearly in interest on the 
money. 

If the judgment of Mr. Justice Be:k 
to be given next week includes the 
Waterways Company and the Canada 
West Company, writs will at once 
be served on the agent of the company 
ies in Edmonton. Both companies 
sti]l maintain offices in the Alberta 
block on Jasper Avenue, the one 
agent representing both companies.

LANDING BY END OF SUMMER 


C. N. R..HAVE NOW GRADING OUTFITS IN FIELD COM- 
PLETING LAST 35 MILES OF ROAD—THE 
FREIGHT TRAFFIC ENORMOUS 


Before next summer draws to a 
close, the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way will be hauling freight to Atha- 
basca Landing, 100 miles north of 
fidmonon, and the dozens of freight- 
ers who with their tote teams have 
for many. years past been earning 
their living pulling freight north from 
the city, will find their occupation 
zone, 

Last year the line, which is an ex- 
tension of he railway from Morin- 
ville, was graded to within 35 m’‘Je3 
of the Landing by Contractor Mc- 
Crimmon, Craig and Bishop, contrac- 
tors for the last 20 miles of the grade, 
sire now camped on their work, anc 
there are two other camps of, con- 
tractors between Stoney Creek and 
the head of the steel, which is some 
iniles beyond Morinville. ¢ 

Landing residents expect the line 
to be completed to the town on the 
Athabasca by the first of August this 
coming summer. The Northern Con- 
struction Company, who hold the con- 
tract for the entire extension, have in- 
structions from the railway head- 
quarters to rush the line to comple- 
tion. 

Settlers north of Morinville, and 
near the Landing, have waited for 
several years for the completion ot 
this road. Four years ago the road 
was completed to Morinville, and 
there the work stopped until a year 
ago, when grading was resumed, and 
carried on in desultrey fashion. Last 


= 


fall the grade was completed to a 
point 35 miles south of the Landing. 

It was only after frequent urging 
by the Landing board of trade, sup- 
plemented by the efforts of the Ed- 
monton board of trade, and of the 
Rutherford Government, that work 
was resumed and carried on more 
briskly. on the Landing branch, with 
the result that it will be completed 
early next summer. 

Enormous Freight Traffic. 

Every pound of the freight that 
goes into the north country by way 
of Athabasca Landing, is freighted 
in from Edmonton at present by 
wagon, and the traffic is enormous. 
Last year 120 scows of a capacity of 
12 tons each, were built at the Lan 1- 
ing to carry he freight up the river 
to Lesser Slave Lake,and these scows 
accommodated only half of the freight 
that went up the river. Nearly all of 
this freight came from Hdmonton. 

In addition to this enormous 
freight traffic that will be secured by 
the railway when the line is comple- 
ted, the passenger traffic will be fair- 
ly heavy. Last summer nearly one 
million acres of homestead land in 
the Landing district was subdivided 
for homestead purposes, and the rush 
for this land has already commenced, 
Next summer many hundreds of set- 
tlers are going to take up land north 
of IEdmonton, and they will practi- 
cally all be served by the new line 
to the Landing.

Washington, D.C., Jan. 28.—President 
Taft, Secretary Knox, Justice Day and 
other prominetit Pussc men who were In- 
timately associated with the late Prest- 
dent McKinley will be the speakers at the 
banquet to be given Monday night by the 
Ohlo Soctety of Washington to commem- 
orate the birthday aniversary of the mar- 
tyred President, 

Schools, colleges, historical societies, 
typographical unions, editorial assocla- 
tions and various other organizations tn 
many parts of the country will unite Fri- 
day in paying honor to the memory of 
Horace Greeley. The occasion will be the 
one hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of thé great editor. 

The new British Parliament will as- 
semble Tuesday for the purpose of swear- 
ing in the new members. One week later 
the session, which 13 expected to be one 
of the most momentous of recent years, 
will be formally opened. by the King with 
a rull state ceremony.

If tt had taken the form of a treaty 
it would have gone to the Senate only, in 
which case it would require a two-thirds 
vote. This alone means defeat of any 
agreement not only with the present ses- 
sion, but at sessions in the future. Even 
with a majority vote of both houses neces- 
sary, it is doubtful if anything can be done 
prior to March 4th. Business tn congress, 
especially In the Senate, will be In so con- 
gested a state as to make a flbuster pos- 
sible. 

Half a dozen determined senators, no 
matter what their policies were, by pro- 
longed debate, could keep the agreement 
from reaching a vote, and this undoubtedly 
will be the tactics the opponents of the 
trealy will employ.

Rev. Mr. Forbes was sent north two 
years ago by the Presbyterian church, 
as the first missionary to the white 
people in Grand Prairie. There are 
now 40 heads of families in Grande 
Prairie, and the missionary expects 
that a big rush to that country will 
take place this spring.

At the same time it is a remarkable concession from the Ameri- 
can representatives to the spirit of proiest which has arisen south 
of the line against the high cost of living. 

From the point of view of the dogmatic Canadian free trader 
it is not a triumph. 

The free trade idea provides the right to buy and sell free from 
interference of tax of any kind. The agreement gives the Canadian 
farmer the right to scll, but it expands in only a very limited way 
chis right to buy. 

According to the trade agreement, practically all farm produce 
will be permitted to enter the United States market duty free. 
Wheat, oats, barley, flax seed , cattle, hogs, dairy products and 
farm produce will cross the border either way without paying any 
tax. To the Canadian farmer this constitutes a very valuable con- 
cession. It gives him the right to sell beef in Chicago, wheat in 
‘Minneapolis, dairy products in Boston and barley in Buffalo, instead 
of shipping these products to the English market. This means a 
‘broader and a better market to the Canadian producer and to the 
Western farmer especially it will work out on the credit side of his 
‘bank account. 

But in the articles which the Canadian farmer wants to buy, the 
trade agreement makes little concession. Farm machinery is reduc- 
ed only two and one half to five per cent. General manufactures 
such as furniture, boots and shoes, cotton goods, hardware and sta- 
ple groceries, which enter so largely into the average agricultural 
store bill are not affected by the arrangement, and the farmer 
is in practically the same position on the buying side today as he was 
before with the single exception of the small reduction in the duty 


on farm implements. 


At least one-half of the habitable globe and two-thirds or more of 
its human population, are suffering from an outbreak of the bubonic 

plague which has become epidemic in its 
CIVILIZED NATIONS character and very serious in its propor- 
MUST TAKE ACTION tions. The plague is always lurking in 
IN SELF DEFENCE the fetid slums of Oriental cities, ready 

to respond to the mysterious causation 
which makes it epidemic at any moment. Its virus does not appear 
to be as easily communicable to the Caucasion races as to Asiatics. 
For some reason or another there is a barrier between the races 
which renders western peoples less vulnerable. 

But the plague can be communicated, and, once a proper culture 
of its germs was established in Caucasian tissuc, any s¢curity against 
an epidemic would be slight indeed. The conditions under which 
epidemics spread are vastly different now from what they used to 
be. When a voyage from China took so long that any plague germs 
among the stowaways had plenty of time to develop and do their 
deadly work between ports, the stoppage of contagions was an casier 
problem than it is now. 

Of course nowadays quarantine is more scientific and more 
rigid, but it has been demonstrated that the plague is carried by 
rats, and no method of quarantining a rat has yet been devised. We 
have to fall back upon our resources of hygiene and sanitation as 
our only protection. And that is not a very strong bulwark because 
one’s own premises being clean will not altogether counterbalance 
the effect of one’s neighbor's being dirty. 

Civilization will sooner or later be compelled in self defence 
1o apply forcible sanitation to the Oriental marts of world commerce, 
and uproot the heresy that epidemics having their origin in dirt are 
the inevitable dispensations of an all-wise providence. Knowing 

that influenza and cholera and bubonic plague are preventable dis- 
eases, we cannot have them on our threshholds all the time clamor- 
ing for an admittance which can only sometimes be denied.

GALLATIN KEPT 
DOWN EXPENSES 


Was Secretary of Treasury 150 
Years Ago—Tried to Re- 
duce National Debt 


Washington, D.C., Jan. 28.—In_ these 
days of discussion over President Taft's 
‘retrenchment’ policy it is mot without 
interest to recall the fact that to-morrow 
will mark the 150th aniversary of the 
birth of Albert) Gallatin, who probably 


was the frst official in charge of the na- | of 


tional purse who made It his chief busi- 
hess to keep down expenses. Gallatin 
was holding the position of Secretary of 
the Treasury in the cabinet of President 
Madison just a century ago. He was 
first apointed to the oMmce by President 
Jefferson tn' 1801 and served continuously 
for twelve years. 

To pay the national debt and at the 
Same time reduce taxes were Gallatin’s 
chief aims and in order to carry out his 
policy to success he naturally had to keep 
a close eye on the expenditures of the 
government. He dealt with a revenue of 
only $10,600,000—an absurdly small sum 
in comparison with the present revenue of 
nearly a billion dollars, At this rate he cal- 
culated that the interest and principal of 
the debt, amounting at that time to about 
$80,000,000, would be paid in full in six- 
teen years, 
that the interest and principal of the debt, 
amounting at that time to about $80,000,- 
000, would be paid in full in sixteen years. 

The sum of $650,000 of the nation’s 
total revenue came from the internal rev- 
‘nue tax, This was an anti-Republican 
tax, and Gallatin’s policy involved its 
abandonment, Taking out the receipts 
from the internal tax and the amount set 
aside fer debt payment, Gallatin had left 
from his yearly revenue 22,650,000 for 
the entire annual expenses of the govern- 
ment. He allowed $030,000 for the annual 
expenses of the army and $670,000 for 
the navy, leaving about #1,000,000 for 
the entire civil Ist. 

In less than eleven year's » while 
letting the internal taxes go, and paying, 
unexpectedly, the ful purehase money of 

$15,000,000 for Louisiana, Gallatin suc- 
ceeded in reducing the public debt from 
#80,000,000 to $45,000,000, 

Albert Gallatin was born in Switzer- 
land, Jan. 29, 1861, and came to the Uni- 
ted States in 1880, His valuable services 
to the country of his adoption were not 
confined to his twelve years in the treas- 
ury department. Prior to entering the 
cabinet he had served six years in Congress 
wd after giving up the treasury port- 
follo he entered the diplomatic service. 
He was one of the Peace negotiators at 
Ghent in 1844 and was an ambassador to 
France and England from 1815 to 4827.
